Under the heading of “Why Not 
Isolation and Quarantine V tho flret 
reads: 

“The present epidemic of so-called 
influenza is as contagious, and certain¬ 
ly as fatal, os smallpox, scarlet fsver. 
or meufiles. While we know little of it* 
etiology or mode of transmission, we 
know as much of these two factors In 
this disease as we know of the same 
factors in the three other diseases 
mentioned. There Is reason to believe 
that alt four spread by contact—from 
man to man. When smallpox, scarlet 
fever, or measles Is prevalent, rigid 
isolation and quarantine are enforced, 
and It is quite certain with at least a 
fair measure of success.

GIVES BEATTY’S SPEECH 
AND HUNS’ DESIGNATION 


If there Is s historian In existence 
who finds himself able to do Justloe 
to the theme, the atory of the British 
Navy's part In the greatest war the 
wot Id has over known Will rank as 
the moat profound epic In the litera¬ 
ture of the universe. The ban of the 
censor withheld stories that would 
have thrilled the vmplre and the na¬ 
tion him waited in subservience to 
his command. 

It was * never expected, however, 
that the most stupendous yarn of the 
whole twmpuixn should have been the 
surrender of tha ex-Kaiser’s fleet. 
And In this connection The Times has 
been furnished with an amplification 
of that memohtble event In the shape 
of a letter front an officer on ll.M-B 
Revenge with the Grand Meet. 

Descriptive Latter. 

It reads In full as lollowa, under 
date of November 21: 

•*I will at last try to gtv# you a>de- 
tuiled account of the. perhaps, last It n 
most wonderful da>s of the armistice. 
First of all. the rxmon of this letter Is 
as follows: The Commander?in-Chief 
of the Grand Fleet made th# follow¬ 
ing signal at 00.15 to-day: 'Censorship 
la abolished.’ Last Monday week we 
4 the Grand Fleet! received the news 
of the armistice at 12.30 p.m., and had 
a make and mend and a very hilarious 
evening. Th« Queen Elisabeth sent 
a signal to say they were coming ovsr, 
but they never came. 

Enemy's higrals 

"November 12 we received signals 
from the German Commander-In- 
Chlof. High Hess Meet, saying that 
The Krmtgxberg was sstltng wtth Resr- 
Aaminti Maurer, nrn niTr—"^! ^ 
a lieutenant-commander, as well as 
two P.O.’s and a leading seaman of 
the Soldiers’ and Workmen’s Union. 
We received signals every few hours 
*w* the TwndWomr - ot surr ^ftdee. ~-w*Wvb« 
1 yffir when t get frame, but 

are too long to copy. The Krmlgeberg 
was due to arrive on Saturday morn¬ 
ing. but the fog came on so thick 
that aha did not arrive until.the tvvn-. 
Ing Just as wo were sitting down to 
dine we saw the lights of our destroy¬ 
er oak. which conveyed him from the 
Ko nigs berg, lying off lnchkeith. up to 
the Queen Elisabeth He wag piped 
over the side, but the Commander-In- 
Chief refused to shake hands and only 
discussed armistice terms that night. 

"At 11 p.m. they packed up and the 
Hun returned to the Korlgsberg. The 
fos got worse and the conference on 
Sunday was delayed until, by an ab¬ 
solutely marvellous piece of naviga¬ 
tion. at approximately three knots an 
hour, the Oak crept up to the Queen 
Elisabeth above the bridge and got 
alongside, after nesrly losing the mast 
through running Into the net and 
nearly sinking a Yankee motor boat. 
The skipper of the Oak was congratu¬ 
lated by the 'Commander-In-ChTeT on 
his exploit. The confe/jnce continued 
and when they adjourned for lunch the 
Germans dined In a separate cabin. 
Here nther a priceless yarn comes In 
Take it' for what It Is worth. 

S eme Yam! 

"There were two »entries outside the 
door of the cabin with fixed bayonets, 
one. uvercome by curiosity, looked In 
through the keyhole and was horrified 
to see a Hun commander pick up 
Homething off the table and put It In 
hie great-coat pocket. When they 
returned to the conference sn inspec¬ 
tion of the g e ntl e m an s great-coat was 
made and It was discovered ha had 
actually put a lump of cheese in hla 
pocket, about one and a half pounds In 
w eight - Hu w und er GCTflBy is starv- 
ing! 

"The historic Interview came to a 
close about 7 pm. but the fog was too 
thick for the Oak to return to the 
H.M.S. Konlgsberg. and for three hours 
the Revenge expected the rear-admiral 
to eon and spend the night, but at 
11 pjn. they managed to go. The 
Commander-In-Chief ordered the 
ofTIcera of the Oak to be coldly 
courteous to the Huns and not to 
speak to them unless necessary. The 
strain of sitting In the Oak's ward¬ 
room was, however, too much for the 
officers without ta'Uing. so they dis¬ 
cussed the war and played a rubber of 
bridge. The RA. wanted to- - shake- 
hands with the Oak’s Shipper, and the 
skipper was Ida sn awkward ’postsh,' 
as he was told not to shak^ hands, but 
the RA. would have no refusal and 
they parted the best of friends—so the 
yarn goes. 

Arrival of the King. 

"You know from the papers the 
ships to be surrendered, so I won’t go 
Into details Tuesday passed with the 
news that the Huns bad sailed at ten 
knots. They were unable to proceed 
foster for one of the following reasons: 
(a) Lack of lubricating oil; (b) dam¬ 
age done wilfully by mutineers to pre¬ 
vent having ‘Der Tag’: (o) re¬ 
sults of Jutland. We received 
totgnals every four hours and 
plotted their ‘poelsh’ on our Q. R 
ebart-rvery Interesting. On Wednes¬ 
day morning our 11th Flotilla of De¬ 
stroyers went out to meet them. At 
10.30 am. tils Majesty the King ar¬ 
rived and mxdp a tour of the Fleet in 
the o«lt. We manned ship and cheer¬ 
ed him up the twelve miles of our 
lines and down again. He lunched on 
the Queen Elisabeth >gnd then In¬ 
spected ships below tha . bridge and 
arrtved on board the Rever.gr to tea at 

4.15, where eighty captains Were pre¬ 
sented to him. We cheered him and 
the Prince of Wales when they left at 

5.15. After that we prepared for saa 
and were all ready at 6.30. We had A 
dinner party In the gun-room and I 
asked Guns who came. We had - a 
splendid quiet dinner and turned In at 
10.30. as our day was on the morrow, 
and f!» started It st 2.30 by going on 


rons and four flotillas of destroyers 
about fifty In number. The Huns had 
nine Battleships, six Battle Cruisers, 
eight Light Cruisers and forty-nine 
Destroyers (one destroyer struck a 
mine on the way over aad went to 
biases.) The length of the Hun line 
was fifteen miles aad we were seven¬ 
teen miles long in two tinea. We met 
them about seventy miles east of May" 
Island. At 9.17 ws turned sixteen 
points and proceeded westward. The 
visibility was very poor, only about 
5,ooo yards and the Huns were 14,$#d 
yards away. However, about 10J$ 
ajn. they hove In sight a mile and a 
half on our starboard beam. We es¬ 
corted them nearly to May Island and

Position of "Revenge.’* 

“The 1st Battle Squadron and 2nd 
Battle Cruiser Squadron have been 
given .the pos\ of honor and are keep-. 

The Re¬ 
venge Is flagship of the 1st Battle 
Squadron, as you know, so we are 
rather pleased at the compliment to 
Admiral Madden. We anchored east 
of lnchkeith alongside them, not 
much of a berth If it i-oom on to 
blow, as we are outside the boom de¬ 
fences.

Job was 
to board the Bayern. Unfortunately 
no ‘snotties’ were allowed to go. worse 
luck. The boarding party went on 
board and searched them to see they 
had no shells or torpedoes ■>« board or 
other explosives. They had to de-am¬ 
munition before leaving Hunland. 
Having done this they returned, and 
we are now sitting on our haunches 
watching the blighters. To-morrow 
there . Is a big Inspection of them, 
every compartment, to see that they 
have complied with the terms. After 
that our programme is vagus. The 
Huns sail for an unknown destination 
either on Saturday or early next week 
with their guard The newspapers say 
Sra(»a, but there Is nothing official. 

French and American. 

"The French are represented by a 
cruiser and two destroyers, very nlce- 
l<Hiking boats The «th Battle Squad¬ 
ron has never been officially men¬ 
tioned. but they consist of flvt Amort- 
< an ships, as follows: New York. 
Texas (ten 14«lnrh guns)' Florida. Ar- 
kansas and Wyoming (ten 12-Inch 
gunsL and have been with us since 
the end of December. 1317. There la 
a good yarn told of their first arrival 
at Koayth. Being part of the Grand 
Fleet, they were not permitted pilots, 
but were ordered to anchor In billets 
below the Forth Bridge (l.e. east of it).

"Yesterday the Royal Standard was 
flown on whatever ship the King eras 
*>n. also In the barge when he was on 
R Also- ere . had a award and band- 
(first time since July. 1914). We all 
flew two ensigns to-day, one at the 
mainmast head and the other at the 
gaff. Tha Australia flew an Austral¬ 
ian Commonwealth flag at the Jack 
staff and three ensigns at the varied 
masts. It really was a marvellous 
night.

The 
crew were strolling about the quarter¬ 
deck frith hands In their pockets. <>t»r 
officers were piped on hoard and went 
their rounds only talking business and. 
according to the Uommander-ln- 
Uhlefs memo, preserved or hoped they 
preserved an air of courteous aloof¬ 
ness’ They said the ships were In¬ 
describably filthy and hadn't heen 
cleaned for ages: The men were wear¬ 
ing very old clothes and very few had 
boots but the rest wore wooden soles 
and had canvas tacked across them. 
They seemed thoroughly depressed, 
and didn’t care a hang what happened 
to them. On one ship a lot of them 
were wearing khaki tit tatters, and 
field-grey. They had very little food 
and all looked very worn-out and 
hungry. 

Later Letter. 

The following letter was written 
three days after the foregoing: 

"We are etlll at lnchkeith and are 
probably going to Heaps on Tuesday 
morning. l$ow long for we don’t know. 
We have started transporting the 
Huns to our Northern horns The 
battle cruisers Seydllte. Mol Ike. Htn- 
denburg. Derflinger and Von der Tann 
left this morning. To-morrow five 
ships of the Kaiser class leave for 
Heaps and on Tuesday we go up frith 
the Bayern sod three Koenigs When 
they get there their crews frill be 
turned over to the transports and re¬ 
turned to Hunland much to their dis¬ 
gust. as they wanted to be fed In this 
country. They are to leave 200 men In 
the big ships 100 In the light cruisers 
and 60 In the destroyers per ship, as 
care-and-maintenance parties.

I regret sincerely 
you were never able to show your su¬ 
periority In action, but this victory— 
without a shot fired—without a drop 
of blood shed—is far greater than one 
Jlred hy these guns.
